These are the 
words that help describe the special 
classes at PCHS — special education, 
special reading, special topics, and 
College English. 

Special Education is divided up 
into three sections - academic, home 



economics, and vocational. The 
boys this year in vocational classes 
have done woodworking, while 
the students in home ec. have 
done macrame.
